or otherwise, or by the imposition of 
any penalty, in any form whatsoever, to 
sell or distribute the same to any per-

“But to all those who in these days 
have proved to me their faithful love 
and loyalty, I convey my_ sincerest 
thanks.”

Captain Head of the Brownsville national] 
yuard company to protect Texans. Cap- 
tain Head wired back asking if he should 
cross the river if necessary. Governor 
Colquitt forbade him to cross the border 
unless ordered to do so, and asked him 
to request Americans in Matamoras to 
come to Brownsville. 

At midnight orders were telegraphed 
from Washington to Brig.-Gen, F. Z. 
Steever, in charge of the federal troops 
on the border, to send to Brownsville im- 
mediately such a force as “he deemed 
necessary” and under no circumstances 
“to permit the crossing of the river ex- 
cept under the specific orders of the sec- 
yetary of war.” 

Over the military telegraph line from 
Vt. Mver Major-General Wood sent 
orders to General Steever to utilize his 
forces to prevent invasion of Mexican 
territory. These he supplemented by 
further orders through the regular chan- 
neis of the war department. 


Transports Are Ready 


Preparations for camping and feeding 
the fifth brigade practically are com- 
pleted. The first troop train brings the 
second and third battalions, seventh reg- 
iment, under command of Maj.

Leniham. Other trains will arrive at 
intervals for several days.

Troops Are Moved Back 


Governor Colquitt has received a tele- 
gram informing him that the federal 
troops will move back into their former 
positions along the Rio Grande in the 
Big Bend section of Texas. This region, 
embracing about 200 miles of border, 
was left unguarded by a recent move- 
ment of the federal troops inland. 

American citizens in Mexico today are 
safer than during the period immediately 
preceding the Diaz revolution, according 
to consular despatches to the state de- 
partment and Assistant Secretary of 
State Huntington Wilson. Mexico City 
advices show great activity on the part 
of Huerta’s military forces, which are 
preventing disorder and forestalling any 
attempt at hostile gatherings. 

This condition, Assistant Secretary 
Wilson said, appears to exist throughout 
the country with the exception of three 
disturbed points, Nuevo Laredo, Chihua- 
hua and the southern territory where 
Zapata is operating. From all other 
states, he said, indications were that the 
general condition of the country seemed 
to presage an acceptance of the new or- 
der. 

“While Ambassador Wilson has not 
been positive in his declarations of the 
precautions being taken by the new 
regime to protect Americans in Mexico 
City and the surrounding territory,” 
Secretary Wilson said, “the fact that he 
has.made no adverse report is most as- 
suring. I know that consular reports 
show a much less disturbed condition of 
affairs than previously. 

“We have taken no further precau- 
tions in Mexico. We have never been lax 
and during the long series of disturb- 
ances, we have exerted every influence 
to guard our people and our interests,” 

Disturbances in Chihuahua increased 
today. At Parral, the volunteers have 
revolted and are prepared to resist in- 
vasion. 

At Juarez, Madero officials continue in 
office, but the unrest is growing. No 
trains were allowed to leave for the 
south Monday and it is reported that 
Madero supporters are destroying the 
railways. Many Americans are leaving, 
although the consular agent reports no 
demonstration against them. Nogales

TEACHERS SCHOOL 
ASKS STATE AID 
TOFILL DEMANDS 


MADISON, Wis.—Request being 
made of the state by the Stout Institute 
at Menomonie, for an appropriation of 
$265,000 for immediate needs. The state 
is now paying $20,000 annually towards 
President L. D. Har- 
vey estimates that 200 prospective stu- 
dents of the domestic afts department 
alone Were turned away last year for 
lack of accommodations. 

The points urged for the appropriation 
are: More room for shop and. laboratory’ 
instruction, a demand for wider range 
of work through the addition of more 
courses to alleviate conditions in the 
manual training department and the 
department of domestic economy; lack 
of library and study room; lack of a 
suitable auditorium, and need of grounds 
for campus apd further development.

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TWO PLANS OFFERED 
MALDEN AND EVERETT 


~ FOR TRAFFIC PROBLEM 


Engineers Estey and Harri- 
man Both Submit Solution 
of Passage Through Cities 
of Boston Elevated | 


TERMINAL STATION 


Two plans have béen offered to the 
conference committee of the cities ‘of 
Malden and Everett for solution of the 


rapid transit ‘problems of the. cities, one 
being offered by City Engineer F. W. 
Estey of Malden and the other by George 
W. R. Harriman, consulting engineer of 
the conference committee. These are to 
be discussed with officials of the Boston 
Elevated railway within a few days. 

The plan of City Engineer Estey is 
for a subway station and loop terminal 
which will cost approximately $650,000. 
The plans of the Elevated already pre- 
pared for an elevated structure give an 
estimated cost to the work of $600,000. 
The cities of Malden and Everett are 
urging the construction of a subway 
through the more densely populated sec- 
tions of the two cities instead of an ele- 
vated structure about the easterly edge 
of Everett and across the marsh land in 
Malden. 

Engineer Estey’s plan calls for a sub- 
way terminal loop with stations at 
Middlesex street near Center street on 
property already purchased by the Ele- 
vated. The tributary lines of surface 
cars, under the Estey plan, enter the 
ground at the junction of Main and 
Center streets over land now owned 
by the Elevated and originally pur- 
chased for the overhead terminal struc- 
ture, and will emerge upon a loop near 
Jackson street, The underground plat- 
forms will be about 350 feet in length 
and there will be entrances from Middle- 
sex, Main and Charles streets. The sub- 
way trains will load and unload from 
one side of the platform and there will 
be no stairways or escalators about the 
station. , 

The plan proposed my Engineer Harri- 
man shows the surface cars entering the 
ground into a subway station at Main 
and Senter streets but the Harriman plan 
places the subway station between Main 
and Ferry streets instead of west of Main 
street. The main entrance to the subway 
station would be on Irving street near 
Irving court with another entrance on 
Main street near Charles street. 

The Harriman plan shows the subway 
trains running parallel to the Saugus 
branch tracks of the Boston & Maine, 
but they are so drawn as not to inter- 
fere with the proposed abolition of the 
grade crossings at Main and Ferry 
streets at any future time. Separate 
loading and unloading etations are pro- 
vided in the Harriman plan, the load- 
ing station for the subway trains being

EVADING STYMIE BY LIFTING 


Sidcup, G. C.—In a match, A’s ball lay 
about six yards from the hole, and B's 
ball about four yards from the hole. 
B's ball stymied A’s ball. Under Rule 
27 (3) was A entitled to place his 
in a position, not nearer to the hole, 
which afforded a putt to the hole with- 
out casual water intervening? Rule 27 
(3) makes no mention of whether .a 
stvmie affects the rule. 

A.—A wag entitled to lift and replace 
his ball in accordance with Rule 27 (3). 
tule 6 directs that a ball must be played 
wherever it lies, or the hole be given 
up, exeept as otherwise provided for in 
the rules. Rfale 27 (3) is an exception 
to Rule 26. As each player has the 
right to lift in his turn, the stymie could 
not reeur, A’s ‘ball being played to the 
hole from the new position before B’s 
ball is placed in its new position. It is 
important to note that a ball lifted in 
accordance with Rule 27 (3) may not be 
placed on any spot not nearer to the 
hole, but must be placed on the nearest 
position to the spot from which it was 
lifted which affords a putt to the hole 
without casual water intervening.

has mentioned their work in his reports. 

J. A. Markle, inspector of Indian | 
agencies for Alberta, is responsible me 
introducing mining among the Indians. 
His efforts resulted in a number of small 
mines being worked in systematic way.’ 
The mine under the supervision of Chief | 
Buckskin has been developed about 500| 
feet and ehows careful workmanship. 
Other mines also are in excellent condi- | 
tion for the production of coal at small | 
expense. The head men of the tribe)

While visiting the Blackfoot reserve | 
about nine years ago, Mr. Markle noticed

Turbine Is Compared 


| In the year 1912, marine machinery to 
| the extent of 2,271,775 horsepower was 
leonstructed. It is remarkable that, 
though the turbine has quite supplanted 
ithe reciprocating engine in the Britis 
navy, it has not made nearly so much 
headway under the different conditions 
of the mercantile marine. The fact 
‘that while the turbine demands a high 
| rate of revolution, the propelle: 
‘is more efficient when turning compara- 
tively slowly; consequently the recipro- 
(cating engine holds its own in carge 
‘steamers of moderate speed, and is only 
displaced by its more modern rival in 
very fast passenger ships. 

A compromise which has found some 
favor. and which has good points, is ef- 
‘fected by passing the steam, after it 
\has done its work in a reciprocating en- 
gine of ordinary type, through a low 
pressure turbine. But the most promising 
outlook at the moment is im the direc- 
tion of fitting some form of reducing 
gear between the turbine and the pro- 
peller, which would permit each of them 
to work under the conditions of highest 
efficiency as regards speed. Practical 
trials on a fairly large scale indicate 
that a mechanical gear of tie spur-wheel 
type is likely to prove satistactory for 
this purpose,

PUGET SOUND 
ELECTRIFICATION 


NEW YORK—<Actual work on electri- 
fication of 450 miles of Puget sound's 
line through Montana and Idaho will be 
started shortly. The management has 
also 11 mind possibility of extending the 
work, where the first portion is com- 
pleted, to cross over the Cascade moun- 
tains, the last great mountain ridge to 
the westward, 

St. Paul's management expects greatly 
increased operating efficiency and lower 
operating expenses from installation of 
electric motive power on Puget sound's 
line through Montana and Idaho. The 
miles will be operated by 
power generated hydro-electrically by 
mountain streams. Power will be gen- 
erated at seven points at least.

| and Prices five “to organize, manage, control and 
carry -on the business of receiving on con- 
signment, selling and shipping to dealers and 
consumers, within or without the state of California, all agricultural, 
horticultural, dairy and farm products, and products manufactured 
and processed therefrom, which shall be grown, raised, processed or 
manufactured within the state of California.” In furtherance of 
this purpose it is proposed that the state shall maintain two cen- 
tral offices, one in San Francisco, the other in Los Angeles. In 
connection therewith there is to be a bureau of information and 
correspondence for gathering and disseminating statistics and 
information with relation to the crops and their condition. Investi- 
gation. of questions of supply and demand is provided for. Bul- 
letins are to be issued. ‘The commission, when formed, is to take 
steps looking to the organization of a system of packing, and to 
establish grades and standards in every line of produce and products 
handled by it, and to enforce such system, grades and standards, 
and to adopt and use a state brand or label on products packed by 
the commission. 

Assuming the enactinent of such a law, California would have 
at once a great state commission house and produce exchange com- 
bined. In other words, a state monopoly in produce handling. Or, 
to put it in still another way, an agency maintained at public expense 
whereby the cultivators of the soil and the consumers of the products 
of the soil might be mutually served and benefited without the 
interference of third parties or middlemen. 

Admittedly, the transference to the state of functions long per- 
formed by the private individual, would mark an economic change 
bordering closely upon the revolutionary. The excuse for it would 
be that the private individual had not performed his function as 
middleman satisfactorily. In present conditions in California and 
clsewhere—neither.the producer nor the consumer is content. The 
people, that is, taking them in the mass, do not feel that the existing 
systein is efficient or equitable. As a natural and inevitable result 
there must be a change, and preliminary to any change that may be 
universally accepted as a solution of the problem of high and 
advancing prices, there must be experimentation. The Tulloch bill 
seems to be designed to this end. How it would work out tn actual 
practise is to be determined only by caretul application and actual 
experience. California seems a good state in which to put the plan

States does have a somewhat different status 
from that of the European newsgatherer in 
capital cities, the dinner just given by President Taft to a group 0! 
newspaper men stationed in Washington may be cited. kor roul 
years these correspondents have had the responsibility of interpreting 
the President, his methods and aims, and his victories and deteats, 
to the world at large. The opinion is prevalent in Washington that 
in utilizing this corps of journalists for personal and tor partizan 
ends.the retiring executive has been less skilful than his predecessor 
Be this as it may, the fact remains that every President owes much 
to the correspondents, both for what they do and for what they 
refrain from doing. 

Taken into the confidence of a man weighted with great respon- 
sibilities and asked by him to serve him and the country by discreet 
use of such information as he may impart, these journalists never 
vet have failed to approximate success in the dual role of confidant 
and informant. Through them the executive gets in touch with 
the people and shows them his side of the case, whatever the contro- 
versy may be, whether with a foreign power, a belligerent Congress, 
or a trade monopoly. By their reportorial and interpretative aid 
he makes his tours about the country and his many speeches to local 
audiences the means of educating public opinion generally, so that 
despite the size of the nation and the heterogeneousness of the 
population the people are made exceptionally alike in opmion and 
ieeling when great issues are being defined. | 

Very proper then was the farewell dinner of the President .to 
his friends among the correspondents, whose service had made him 
their debtor precisely to the degree that professional independence 
had coexisted with a willingness to serve him. For candor compels 
the statement that there are possibilities of injury to’the journalist 
from having, as it were, “access to the throne,’ unless he fully 
realizes a superior obligation to his journal and to the public. 
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WitnH a demand for trained mechanics much 
larger than the supply, the skilled and versa- 
tile manipulator of tools and machinery sel- 
dom has cause to complain of lack of work in 
the United States, providing he will adjust 
himself to such shifts in residence and occupa- 
tion as are necessary.
